Hia Highness the Darhar Sahib Bahsdur who takes a keen interest 
in all matters relating to the war placed bis .personal services and entire 
resources of the State at the disposal of the Supreme Government at the 
outbreak of the present world- .wide wnr in JO 14 and has since been contri- 
buting to the best of his power both in men and money for its successful 
prosecution. 

In order to make the work of recruitment suocess in the 
State, four Government military pensioned officers resident of the State , 
and well wjnvrrsant with -local conditions , wi.-re specially deputed for the 
purpose with a sufficient staff and means of transport. To egg on their in- 
terest in the work rhese recruiters were allowed a handsome allowance each 
besides a reward ot Ba-. 3/- for each recruit tliey brouglit in. This arrange, 
meut worked .well and a number of recruits was supplied for the Indian 
army. 


It is very gratifying to irote that over .'i 00 persons of the State 
are serving in the Indian army , many of whom have got tho proud 
privilege of fighting at the front. 

Vigorous and untiring -efforts are in progress to supply ns many 
recruits from the State as may be possible both directly and also through tho 
Government Regimental parties , the latter being afforded every facility aud 
assistance by the State officials in their work of eniolment. 

The need for recruits being great and the Imperial Government 
attaching special importance to the matter , His Highness was , with a view 
to stimulate and encourage increased enlistment among the subjects , of the 
State , pleased to grant the following consessions to those persons who join 
the Indian Army. 

1 Persons already in the service of the State will continue to 
draw their pay at tho present rate till the termination of the war in addi- 
tion to ouch pay and allowances as they may get from the British Government- 

2 Jogirdars enlisting themselves for the Indian Aroay will be 
exempted from Chakri ( service ) so long as the war continues. 

8 The widows or tho minor children of persons dying on active 
service will be granted suitable pensions from the State in' addition to what 
they may receive from the Imperial Government.

To explain the object of the loan to the public 
in General and to ensue the raising of a handsome amount from the state , 
|->a mass meeting attended by Sardars , Jagirdars , representatire of all sects 
and creeds and the public at large was held on the evening of the 10th 
w»*y 1917 at Sundarghat , Bundi , unier the presidency of His Highness 
the .Maharao Raja •■'ahib Bahadur who expressed himself in a few well- 
chosen words in Hindi , the 'English rendering of ■R’bich is given below 

'•It is the duty of every one loyally to sacrifice person and property in 
the service of their master. When 1 myself your ruler am doing all I can 
to serve the King Emperor it is your doubly bounden duty to spare no sacri- 
fice either of money or men on this occasion' and to do this sacred . duty 
you all have been brought together here.

After this Major Madan Mohanlaljee member ,'^tate Council , 
read the following speech on behalf of His Highness : — 

“ That the most appalling atrocities and barbarities practised 
by Germans led to the present world-wide War is well known to the 
general public. 

• I . ‘i ‘ 

" It was only to protect the rights and intigrity of the smaller 
nations and to preserve the civilization of the world that our Just Impe- 
rial Government joined with much reluctance in this titanic struggle. 

“ In consonance with .the saying of the Shastras i . e . 

where there is justice and duty there is inevitable victory , we are quite sure 
that our Benign Government will soon aoheive final and decision Victory 
over thrf enemies. This is beooming unmist ikabiy clear fibm the successes the 
British and the allies are now gaining from day to day in the various thea- 
tres of the war. Gn this occasion it is our primj duty to come forward 
with our person and purse and make every sacrifice that lies in our power to 
assure triumph for the good cause. 

' It is very gratifying to me to see ^that a 'large number of my 
subjects have joined the Im})erial Army and are giving proof of their de- 
votion to duty and of the valcur of their own country on the battle fields . 
I am sure that a good many, more of my loyal subjects will come forward 
to enlist themselves in the British Army to perform .this their sacred duty 
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■with eqnal real and energy. , 

” It is ^no secret dhat- the Imperial- Government is incurring very 
heavy expenditure in, this war -and- -that by opening a war Loan they 
have afforded an opportunity to the general public in India to prove their 
loyalty by subscribing liberally to it. As will be evident from the terms of 
the Joan , the humblest can subscribe iis mite to it to his manifest ad- 
vantage. , 

“One and half lacs.«of rupees have been subscribed by the State 
and fifty thousand by the Zenana Sardars to this loan.

“lam fully confident that my loyal and devoted Sardars , nobles, 
officials , bankers and the people will prove their Steadfast loyalty by subs- 
cribing to this war loan to the best of their resources ” 

These speeches had the great effect of strongly impressing upon 
the uuuiv.nca the great necessity advisability and wisdom ot subscribing to- 
the loan which combined -both the devotion to duty and protit to them- 
selves . Great enthusiam prevailed and every one present was touched to the 
•core and a sum of Ste-. 5 0,000/- was subscribed on the spot. Local meet- 
ings were also held in the hfizamats and Jagir estates where subscriptions 
_weie collected for the loan. i

There is only one central Jail at Bundi where -all the prisoners 
-sentenced to varicius terms of imprisonment by tlie tiadar and the District 
Gourcs are confined to serve one t!ie terms of incarceration. 

It stands in a healthy locality about one mile off on the southera 
'Outskirts of .tim city and is commodious , well ventilated and airy. 

■ It has two separate n-ards , one tor males and tlio other for 

females and is capable of holding 149 ^persons -at the rate df ,648 eft for a 
.nerson. 


There is also a garden .adjoining to the Jail from which vege- 
i^ahles and lemons etc. are supplied for the use -of the prisoners, 

A small hospital is attached to the Jail for treatment of pri- 
-soners where medicines are supplied from the main dispensary. 

During the year 4 deaths occurred in the Jail and two convicts 
•escaped from it. 

The prisoners are employed in Jail works , gardens , press and 
•cleaning -camping grounds. The Jail premises end its inmates are kept som. 
pulously clean and great care is taken about their diet. 

The management of the Jail is carried on under the supervision 
of the Foreigu member of the State Council and there has been no eom- 
plaint of ill-treatment , transgression of Jail rules or in-subordination. 

The health of the prisoners was good throughout the year .and 
their conduct was also equally so. 

The maximum number of prisoners in the Jail on any one dny 
was 116 on the 27rh April 1917 and the minimum number on any on® 
day was 74 on the 30th June 1917.

Rainfall and Crops. 

' The rainfaJl during the year was more than 
usual and filled all the tanks and wells in the State. The monsoon broke 
at the usual time and was opportune and evenly distributed which enabled 
both the crops to be sown on a normal scale and consequently the Kharif 
and Rabi crops brought in a good yield. 

In April 1 917 , however when the Kabi crop was lying in the thre- 
shing floor it commenced raining and foul weather continued from then all 
through Summer and damaged Kabi outturn appreciably which otherwise 
was gi od on the whole. 

The rainfall of this year as recorded at the capital amounted 
to 47 inches and 6‘2 cents as against 19 inches and 76 cents of the last 
year and 27 inches and 10 cents of quinquennial average.
